HEATED ARGUMENT HELD 


Roosevelt Forced to Yield. by At- 
torney General’s Publication 
of Anti-Trust Petition 
Without His Sanction. 


Washington. D. C., May 22.—{Special. dw 
There was a clash of policies at the White 
house this morning, dnd the encounter came 
near causing a rupture of official relations 
between President Roosevelt and Charles J. 
Bonaparte, attorney ‘general. 

The president had one policy and Mr. Bona- 
parte another, and both had to do with the 
filing of legal action against the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad company 
as an alleged combination in: restraint of 
trade. 

There was an earnest and emphatic dis- 
cussion between the president and Mr. Bona- 
parte, culminating in a threat from the at- 
torney general to resign his office. The pres- 
ident yielded, for a reason which will ap- 
pear later, and the petition againet the New 
Haven road wee filed in Boston this after- 
noon, although Mr. Roosevelt was opposed, 
almost to the last moment,, to this action by 
the department of justice. 


Inquiry Into Monopoly Made. 

Several months ago a representative of the 
department of justice began an investigation 
of the New Haven road, its ownership of 
electric lines in Maseachusetts, Rhode Island. 
and Connecticut, and its large interest, ac- 
quired last year, in the nd Maine 
railroad. District Attorney French at Bos- 
ton reported in favor of a suit against the 
company, setting forth that the investigation 
had shown to his satisfaction that the New 
Haven road enjoyed almost a complete 
monopoly of transportation facilities in New 
England, and that this monopoly had been 
formed by purchase and consolidation of 
formerly competing lines of steam and elec- 
tric roads. | 

When Mr. French's report came to Wash- 
ington it was examined thoroughly by Milton 
D. Purdy, assistant to the attorney general, 
whose office was especially created to deal 
with prosecutions under the anti-trust laws. 
Mr. Purdy has sometimes been called the 
chief trust buster o 2. administration, and 
his nomination 0 federal judgéship in 
Minnesota is now before the senate. Aftera 
careful examination of the report Mr. Purdy 
reported to Attorney General that 
he did not think the case against the New 
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In the meantime representatives of the 
New Haven road, including two of ite vice 
presidents, had several interviews with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and in each case recetved 
assurance that he had not consulted with 
the attorney general about any legal action 
against the company, although, as was well 
known, the Investigation had been completed 
and a report made to the department of jus- 
tice. The president led the New Haven 
road's officers to believe that nothing would 
be done toward prosecuting the company 
under the antj-trust laws, and he assured 
them positively that in no event would any 
action be taken without notification to them. 

Some time ago THE TRIBUNE announced 
that suit was to be filed against the railroad 
company, but the persons who asked the 
president about the contemplated action were 
assured nothing had been determined upon. 
and that the matter had not been brought 
to his attention in any way. This agsurace 
was repeated by the president yesterday in 
the strongest terms when Timothy E. Byrnes, 
one of the New Haven road's vice presidents, 
called at the White house. The president's 
statement caused Mr. Byrnes to say. when 
he came from the White house, that Mr. 
Roosevelt had given no directions that the 
suit be filed and to predict that no action 
whatever against the New Haven road 
would be taken. 


Move Amazes Roosevelt. 

Probably one of the most surprised men in 
the country this morning was Mr. Byrnes 
when it became known that the attorney gen- 
eral had formally announced through several 
press agencies that a petition would be filed 
against the New Haven road in Boston this 
afternoon. He was not more surprised, how- 
ever, than President Roosevelt himself. 

The announcement came from the depart- 
ment of justice shortly before 10:80 o' clock 
this morning. Half an hour later Mr. Bona- 
parte went- over to the White house to at- 
tend the regular meeting of the cabinet, but 
the news of the contemplated action against 
the rallroad company had preceded him, and 
the president immediately asked him for an 
explanation of his action. The president's 
request for information was in the nature of 
taking Mr. Bonaparte to task, but the attor- 
ney general met the issue squarely, explain- 
ing that he hed found, after competent in- 
vestigation, that the New Haven road was 
violating the terms of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, and that he understood it to be the 
policy of the re to prosecute Suh 
cases. 

Orders Announcement ‘‘Killed.” 


Either just before or just after the attor- 
ney general's arrival at the White house the 
president, caused a telephone message to 
be sent to Mr. Bonaparte’s private secre- 
tary, directing him to notify the newspaper 
correspondents to kill” the announcement 
from Mr. Bonaparte’s éffice that the New 
Haven road was to be prosecuted under the 
Sherman law. The private secretary was 
told no suit or petition would be filed, and 
that the newspapers should be so informed. 
It was found, however, that the early edi- 
tions of some of the evening papers had al- 
ready published the announcement

In the meantime the discussion between 
the president and the attorney general had 
proceeded to a point where Mr. Bonaparte 
offered his resignation from the cabinet as 
an alternative to filing the suit against the 
New Haven road. Further details of the

Divorced by hie wife and scorned, for the 
present at least, by the sweetheart whose 
home he wrecked, Frank Wenter, former 
democratic leader, is broken in spirit and 
seeks solace among friends at Delavan Lake, 
Wis., close by the beautiful summer home he 
recently deeded to Mrs. Wenter. 

Judge Gibbons yesterday granted a decree 
to Mrs. Wenter after being shown that Wen- 
ter had been unduly friendly with a woman 
named Dell Myers. The court sanctioned an 
agreement between the parties wherein the 
poltician deeded his wife much valuable 
rroperty in lieu of alimony. The wife was 
given custody of the minor children. 

No mention was made of the escapades 
which led to Wenter’s being named as co- 
respondent in the divorce suit of Jamee F. 
Etepina against his wife, Mrs. Anna M. Ste- 
Fina, and there is much speculation over 
what Wenter and Mrs. Stepina will do when 
Judge McEwen hands down the decree free- 
ing Stepina from her. 

That they eventually will be married their 
acquaintances have little doubt, but there is 
a hitch at present. Wenter is still fond of 
her and is prepared to follow her to Europe 
when she is freed, but it is evident he will 
have to begin his courting all over again. 


Love Turns to Hate. 

“TI now hate Frank Wenter,“ Mrs. Stepina 
told a tenant in their flat building at 1681 
Sheridan road. 

Anna (meaning Mrs. Stepina) is angry, 
and I guess it's all off between us, Wenter 
told his lawyer, Anton W. Schroeter before 
departing for the summer resort on Wednes- 
day. 

“I thought they were going to be mar- 
ried, but it doesn’t look that way now,“ 
said Mr. Schroeter. Matters may yet be 
arranged. Frank is willing to do the right 
thing. But Mrs. Stepina appears to be a 
vainglorious woman. Frank no longer has 
the money he used to possess, and he is not 
the power in politics he once wag, and this 
seems to make a difference with her. But, 
remember, the Stepinas are not yet di- 
vorced.” | 

The origina] program—as was understood

Wenter and Mrs. Stepina. The two were 
willing to take their chances with the law.

Leavenworth, Kas., May 22.—[{Special.]— 
The career here of the Rev. Robert Arthur 
Elwood, pastor of the Presbyterian church. 
and leader in reform movements, ended to- 
day with his resignation because he wrote 
suggestive letters to a girl singing in his 
choir. 

The letters, ultra-affectionate in tone, 
pointed out to the girl suggestive passages 
of scripture. The mother of the young woman 
got hold of them and placed them in the 
hands of the church elders, who told Mr. 
Elwood he had better resign. He agreed to 
do so if the letters were not published. He 
will leave Leavenworth tomorrow. 

Advertised on Score Cards. 

Mr. Elwood has a wife and two children. 
News of his disgrace caused a sensation, as 
he has been active in crusades against vice 
not only in the city but in the state. Only 
last Sunday he preached a sermon saying 
unless Leavenworth had a moral awakening 
it was on the road to hell. 

Three years ago he took charge of the most 
powerful Protestant congregation in the city. 
He started out by advertising his sermons 
in the newspapers and on the score cards at 
baseball games. On one occasion he marched 
his congregation to the opera house at mid- 
night on New Year's eve and preached a ser- 
mon against players and playgoers. 


Started State Wide Reform. 

He has great ability as a pulpit orator. 
Some of the most conservative dropped out 
of the church, but others came and the con- 
gregation had to build a new and larger 
edifice to accommodate those who desired to 
hear him. 

No attempt has been made to enforce the 
prohibitory law here in twenty years, and a 
year ago Mr. Elwood wrote letters to Gov.

IS ASSASSIN IN THE CITY? 


One Farmer Suspect Is 8 
at North Judson and His 
Attempted Alibi 
Is Weak, 


A well to do and well known west site 
jeweler died yesterday afternoon at hissum- — 
mer home near North Judson, Ind., the vie 
tim of a mysterious and baffling murder. Th 
slain man was Emil F. Kvasnicka, whose 
shop at 608 Blue Island avenue was amoung 
the familiar places in that quarter of Chi- 
He was prominent in Bohemian - 
cleties and charities. , 

Mr. Kvasnicka some time ago acquired 
a forty acre farm near North Judson, and bis . 
wife and children had been there for some © 
time. He himself went there last Monday, 
intending to return to his business in the city 
today. It was on his farm that he was shot 
at 10 o’clock Thursday night by an unknown 
assassin, who fired upon him from ambushiu © 
his barnyard. The victim died at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, while on the “ew 
table. 

Discharged Farmhand Arrested.” 

By the use of bloodhounds, the measure 
ment of footprints, and ante-mortem state~ — 
ments of Kvasnicka suspicion was directed | 
towards Albert Roubick, a discharged hired 
man on the farm, who was arrested by — 
Deputy Marshal Henry Kuester of North 
Judson and locked up in the village cala- 
doose. 

Although circumstantial evidence is strong 
against the ex-hired man, he denied absolute- 
ly that he is guilty, and through statements 
made to an interpret@r he stirred a certain 
amount of belief in a theory that somebody 
may have gone from Chicago to com«nit the 
murder.

When the jeweler went to the summer place 
last Monday he became involved in a row 
with Roubick, the farm hand, and d 
him. Roubick went away without making 
any threats. 

On Thursday Kvasnicka, . in Rou- 
bick’s bed in an outbuilding; found his shot- 
gun tucked under the mattress. ‘Ordinarily 
the gun stood in a corner. Kvaenicka tock 
the gun into the house and put it behind a 
dresser. Thursday evening Kvasnicka and 
family went to an entertainment in North. 
Judson, returning about 10 o’clock. Mrs, 
Kvasnicka went into the house to put the 
children to bed, while Kvasnicka went te 
the stable to put up the horses. 

The woman heard a single shot, and a few 

inutes later Kvasnicka staggered into the 
house crying: 

My God! Albert Roubick has shot me.” 
Mrs. Kvasnicka, who does not understand 
English well, telephoned to the town marshal 
for help, and the town alarm bell was tolled, 


Bloodhounds Put on Trail. 


North Judson officials hastened to the farm 
in an automobile. They found Kvasnicka in 
agony. While the physician examined the 
man, who had been shot in the stomach, the 
marsha] secured bloodhounds, and with «° 
scent taken from an old felt boot belonging 
to Roubick took up the trail. 

The dogs went a quarter of a mile in the 
direction of the village and in the tall grase 
on the edge of a ditch found the shotgun 
with one barrel discharged. Then the trail 
was lost on the hard ground of a ratiroad 
embankment. However, footprints which 
Deputy Kuester says exactly correspond 
with a pair of old shoes belonging to Rouw- 
bick were found. 

In the meantime it had been learned that 
the rear of the house hed been broken inte 
while the Kvasnicka family was in North 
Judson and only the gun stolen. 

Yesterday Roubick was captured at the 
house of Mrs. John Dusek in North Judson, 
where he had been boarding since his die 
charge from the farm. l 


Prisoner’s Shoes Not Muddy. 


Roubick exhibited wonder when told that 
he was suspected of the murder and denied 
absolutely that he had anything to do with 
it. He asserted that he went to bed at the 
Dusek house at 9 o’clock Thursday night, a 
full hour before the shooting. When ques 
tioned more dlosely Roubick sad, Some 
times clocks are fast. His clothing was not 
dirty and his shoes were clean. The place 
where the gun was found was marshy. 
Owing to Roubick’s real or assumed inabit- 
ity to talk good English the officials were not 
certain of some of the statements he made 
to them.

Well Known in Bohemian District.

tributed largely to the support of their char- 
ities. When in the city he staid et the home 
of his parents, 407 West Seventeenth street. 

„Mr. Kvaenicka left for North Judson last 
Monday. said Manager Jelinek of the Kvas- 
nicka jewelry store. He intended return- 
ing to Chicago at the end of the present 
week. He had no enemies that I know of, 
and I never heerd him speak of any domestic 
troubles. I believe his home life was pleas- 
ant. 

“Thursday evening I called him on the 
telephone and told him that it would be 
necessary for me to leave the store before 
moon today, and asked that he come to the 
city. Kvasnicka promised to get here early 
in the day, but I heard early this morning 
that he had been shot, and later was told 
by telephone by his widow that he was dead. 

„ was not told any of the details of the 
affair and don’t even know what it was 
about, except that it may have been caused 
because of the hired man having been 
charged with theft. Kvasnicka, I am told, 
accused the man of stealing something about 
the place. 

Vaclav, the 12 year son of Kvasnicka, was 
in the store when Jelinek was told of the 
death of his employer. Although ‘he had 
been told of the shooting he believed that 
Jelinek was joking and paid but little atten- 
tion to the report. 

can't believe that father is dead,“ he 
exclaimed. ‘‘ Surely. there must be some 
mistake, for every one was his friend. He 
was good to all of us, and I c/fin’t think that 
he was shot. I will go to the farm in the 
morning.” 

Emil has lived here often when his wife 
was away in the country,“ said his mother, 
“but as often he slept in a little room in his 
building at Ashland avenue and West 
Eighteenth street. I have no idea as to why 
he should have been murdered, and never 
heard of him having domestic difficulties of 
any kind..

Girl Employe in Store. 

Mise Olga Masif, 22 years old and pretty. 
now @ clerk in the jewelry store, is said to 
have been brought from her home in Bohemia 
by the jewelry merchant. She has been em- 
ployed at the store for some time. All the 
neighbors speak well of her and it is not 
thought Mrs. Kvasnicka was jealous of her. 

“Mr. Kvasnicka was unusually kind to 
me, said Miss Masif last night between sobs. 
I knew him for some time, and he gave me a 
good position in the store, but then I worked 
hard and faithfully for him. I know he ap- 
preciated all I did in the place, and he 
couldn’t have been more considerate. I feel 
sorry for Mrs. Kvasnicka and the little chil- 
Gren who are now fatherless.” 

According to acquaintances of the Kvas- 
nicka family a man of the name of Albert 
Roubik purchased a small farm near English 
lake, a short. distance from the scene of 
the murder, a year ago. He had worked in 
Chicago as a machinist and was married. 
Roubik, it is said, knew Mr. Kvasnicka and 
had lived in the Bohemian settlement: in 
the southwest side of the city for years. 
Two brothers live in Chicago. They are 
Matthew Roubik, a saloonkeeper, 4801 Cen- 
ter street, and Joseph, 1322 South Sawyer 
avenue. 


FIRST FIREARM LAW VIOLATOR

Laporte Expects. Sensational 
Recital of Gunness Murder 
Mysteries to Begin Soon. 


NEW SKULL IS FOUND. 


— — 


Indietments Returned Against 
Woman and Hired Man Despite 
Official Record of Death. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Laporte, Ind., May 22.—[{Special.]—Laporte 
expects to be fed on sensationalism all sum- 
mer, Prosecutor Smith and H. W. Worden, 
attorney for Ray Lamphere, having agreed 
upon holding the trial of Lamphere during 
the present term of court. probably the lat - 
ter part of June or the first of July. Unless 
a change of venue is taken by the defense, 
Circuit Court Judge John C. Richter prob- 
ably will preside. It is anticipated that great 
difficulty will be found in obtaining an un- 
prejudiced jury in Laporte county. 

In returning seven true bills against Ray 
Lamphere this afternoon the Laporte county 
grand jury also indicted Mrs. Belle Gunness 
for the murder of Andrew Helgelein of Mans- 
field, S. D. No warrant was issued for Mrs. 
Gunness, as she was declared officially dead 
by the verdict of Coroner Mack, but in order 
to vote a true bill against Lamphere as an 
accessory in the killing of Helgelein it was 
1 to indict Mrs. Gunness as the prin- 
cipal. 

New Victim’s Skull Found. 


Simultaneously with the return of grand 
jury indictments against Lamphere, Sheriff 
Smetzer today recovered a human head 
from the catch basin at the Gunness farm. 

Whether the head is that of a hitherto 
unsuspected victim or is the missing head 
of a body previously exhumed, is not cer- 
tain. There are grounds for suspicion that 
the head is that of a new body, although the 
authorities lean to the belief that Mrs. Gun- 
ness threw the head alone into the catch 
basin and then buried the remainder of the 
unidentified body in the chicken yard. 

A head was missing when four bodies 
were exhumed from one grave, after the 
discovery of the body of Andrew K. Helge- 
lein. The head found today is bady decom- 
posed, but not to such an extent as the body 
to which the authorities believe it belongs. 
It has dark hair clinging to it and a guess 
would place the victim ag a man of middle 


‘age. Why Mrs. Gunness disposed of the 


head in a place remote from the graves of 
other victims is one of the many unknown 
quantities which figure in the Gunness story. 


Murder Bills Are Specific. 

The indictments returned against Lam- 
phere were even more sweeping than had 
deen generally anticipated. They assure & 
criminal trial which undoubtedly will attract 
attention all over the country. There are 
three indictments charging Lamphere with 
the murder of Mrs. Gunness and with arson 
by setting fire to the dwelling house. Three 
counts of this indictment are similar in form 
and are for the deaths of Myrtle Sorensen. 
Lucy Sorensen, and Philip Gunness, the 
children who were with Mrs. Gunness in 
the house at the time of the burning of 
April 28. 

The indictment which occasioned surprise 
in some quarters was one charging Lam- 
phere directly with the murder of Andrew 
K. Helgelein on Jan. 14 last, the second count 
of which accuses Lamphere with being an 
accessory to the murder, after the act by 
stating that Lamphere helped Mrs. Gunness 
to make away with the body of Helgelein. 
The indictment for arson was of the ordinary 
variety. 

The grand jury is said to have been so 
thoroughly impressed by the presentation of 
evidence by Prosecutor R. N. Smith that 
it was led to eliminate the hearing of some 
witnesses as being unnecessary. Deputy 
Sheriff Leroy Marr is understood to have 
given some of the most valuable testimony. 
Other important witnesses were Sheriff Smut- 
zer, Deputy Sheriff W. C. Anstiss, Daniel 
M. Hutson, William Humphrey, Fred Voor- 
hees, Daniel Havens, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Smith, a negress. 

Lamphere appeared unmoved when told 
of the indictments in the jail. His attorney 
had led him to expect them, he said. 

Digging operations will continue at the“ 
farm, but Sheriff Smutzer scarcely antici- 
pates any more finds of bodies until Monday, 
when the ground under the Gunness barn 
will be attacked. 

Coroner Mack has turned in a formal ver- 
dict of death by felonious means in the cases 
of the children who died with Mrs. Gunness. 


NIGHT RAID IN PITTSBURG;

Two Young Men of Prominent Families

WURDER RUMORS STIR TOWN 


Dowagiac, Mich., Prisoner Held 
for Old Crime. 


— 


WIFE WITNESS AGAINST HIM 


Past Record Shady, but Was Acquitted 
in Court. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dowagiac, Mich., May 22.—[Special.]—With 
details of the Gunness murders at Laporte, 
Ind., only fifty miles from here, still fresh in 
their minds, residents of this little town were 
excited today by exaggerated reports that a 
prisoner in the county. jail had confessed to 
several murders. 

When the gossip and the exaggeration had 
been weeded out of the story it was found 
that James Brinningstall, 41 years old, a me- 
chanic, arrested on the suspicion that he 
killed David Y. Huff, an aged invalid, a year 
ago, had admitted that he had a crimina 
record. 

The first of the crimes the prisoner was 
said to have committed was the murder of 
a railway conductor, Patrick Turner, near 
Greenville, Mo., about twenty years ago. 
The prisoner said he struck his victim and 
knocked him under the wheels of the train. 


Acquitted of First Crime. 

He was acquitted of the crime, but a few 
years later he was convicted of the shooting 
of a man named Johnson and was sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment. Later he was 
found guilty of two other offenses, larceny 
and assault with intent to kill. Sentences 
for these crimes were served in the peniten- 
tiary at Little Rock, Ark. e 

The second Dowagiac man, with whose 
death an effort. to connect his name was 
made, was Smith Hotrum, whose body was 
taken from a small creek running through 
the town last February. It is said that Brin- 
ningstall had a fist fight with him a few 
days before the body was found and that he 
threatened vengeance. 

The only testimony against him in connec- 
tion with Huff's death is that of his wife 
and under the laws of the state this cannot 
be used against him. There was no confes- 
sion of crimes for which he had not been 
called to account, and in addition proof 
against him of the murder with which he is 
charged was not discovered. 

Cared for Aged Paralytic. 

The entire sensation was caused by a quar- 
rel between Brinningstall and a former room- 
er in his home, Sidney Claus. The attention 
of the local authorities had not been directed 
to Brinningstal! until Claus went to Thomas 
Bresnehan, the prosecuting attorney, with a 
statement that Mrs. Brinningstall wished to 
reveal a series of crimes committed by her 
husband. 


IMPRISONED IN QUICKSAND © 
THREE DAYS AND LIVES. 


Young Man of Alton, Ilh, Tells Tale of 
Three Men’s Brutality and Is Rescued 
Half Crazed. !

Alton, III., May 22.—Buried to his waist in

DIGUP SKELETON; HEAD GONE 


Workmen Find Evidence of What 
May Have Been a Murder. 


IN SECRET GRAVE 25 YEARS. 


Mysterious Disappearance of Edward 
Beck Recalled by Discovery. 


— 


What may have been a murder, committed 
a quarter of a century ago, was revealed 
yesterday by the finding of a number of dis- 
jointed bones of a human skeleton buried 
two feet underground in the basement of a 
rickety old frame tenement house at 177 
North Custis street. 

The bones were discovered by workmen 
engaged in raising the house. While dig- 
ging around the foundation posts they found 
several small bones, to which at first they 
paid no attention. After digging a little 
deeper, however, their spades struck several 
larger bones, and finally the oe gga part of 
a human skeleton was unearthed. 

Although diligent search was made, no 
trace of a skull was found. The bones were 
gathered together carefully and laid in a 
heap in the back yard. 


In Secret Grave 25 Years. 


At first some of the neighbors advanced 
the theory that the bones were those of a 
victim of Mrs. Bella Gunness, the Laporte 
murderess, who formerly lived within three 
blocks of the house under which the bones 
were found. This is extremely improbable, 
however, as the bones have the appearance 
of having been buried anywhere from twenty- 
five to thirty years, according to Dr. John 

279 Grand avenue, who examined 
them. 

“The bones are undoubtedly those of a 
human skeleton,“ said Dr. Lindos. One of 
the shoulder bones appears to have been 
sawed off. It is possible a saw was used to 
sever the arms from the shoulders. From 
the size of the bones I should judge the body 
was that of a man of large proportions.” 


Tells of Disappearance. 


The most plausible theory to account for 
the presence of the skeleton was advanced 
by Charles Halvorsen, an expressman, 639 
North Campbell avenue, who has lived in the 
neighborhood where the bones were found 
since 1863. 

Halvorsen asserted his belief that the bones 
were those of Edward Beck, who disappeared 
from the neighborhood in 1881 under mys- 
terious circumstances. Beck’s disappearance 
aroused much comment among neighbors, 
who hinted openly that a relative had mur- 
dered him. 

„It was well known at the time that on 
the night Beck disappeared he had a violent 
quarrel with his relative,“ said Halvorsen. 
„The two men detested each other and sel- 
dom met without a quarrel. This relative 
was known to have threatened to get Beck 
some day. 

“Beck loved his home and family and 
seldom staid out late nights. Iam sure he did 
not go away from home voluntarily. Many of 
our ncighbors suspected he had been mur- 
dered and several dug in their basements in 
an effort to find the body and fasten the 
crime on his relative. 


Suspect Never Returned. 


“When Beck's relative learned that he 
was suspected of murder, he left Chicago sud- 
denly, saying he was going to Michigan. 
His wife followed him later and the two never 
have been heard from since. Mrs. Béck 
died five years after her husband disappeared. 

Beck was a prosperous merchant tallor. 
It was believed that the trouble between 
him and his relative was caused by money 
matters, Beck refusing constantly to be 
‘ bled.’ ”’ 

There was no trace of a coffin where the 
bones were found. In order to bury the body 
underneath the house it was necessary to dig 
a sort of tunnel from the back yard under the 
foundation of the building.

FRIENDS DIE AT SAME TIME. 


Partnership Broken, New .Yorkers 
Force Each Other Into Poverty, and 
One Commits Suicide.

New York, May  22.—[Special.]—Once 
close friends and partners in a profitable 
business, then bitter enemies, entangled in 
a social scandal and ruined in fortunes Fred- 
erick Belmont and Henry Volz, both promi- 
nent in. Westchester, died within four hours 
of each other today. 

Volz, a victim of Bright's disease and 
worry, died im St. Luke’s hespital, and Fred- 
erick Belmont ended his life with poison at 
hie home. Mysterious circumstances sur- 
round the death of Belmont and the coroner 
and police are making a thorough investiga- 
tion. — 

News of Volz’s death reached Westchester 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and it was car- 
ried in haste to Mr. Belmont. He listened 
without a word of comment, retired to his 
room on the second floor of his home and 
took poison. 

The men not only were business partners 
at one time, but close friends. The atten- 
tions of Belmont to Volz's wife caused a 
scandal and the men became enemies. Be- 
tween Belmont and Volz there was no 
thought of reconciliation. Each worked with 
desperate energy to ruin the other. 

They fought in the courts until their busi- 
ness and fortunes were swept away. Only a 
few days ago the Belmont home was sold

Later all 
were released with the exception of Arthur 
Wilson, 2 years old, a stranger. who had 
been arrested in the afternoon while loitering 
about the scene of Holmes’ death. 

“ Wilson is holding something back, and re- 
fused to talk much about where he was when 
Holmes’ body was found,“ said Inspector 
Lavin at night. He said at first, he went 
to bed at midhight and slept until late in 
the morning. When we had the walter iden- 
tify him as the man who drank two cups of 
coffee in the restaurant at Wabash avenue 
and Adams street, he said he might have been 
mistaken about the time. He also denied 
having seen the police remove Holmes’ body. 

Because of these conflicting stories I 
think I will hold him until I feel satisfied he 
has no connection with the case. Ae it stands 
now, I think he may be able to give us some 
information.” 

Clothing that Holmes wore at the time of 
his death has been turned over to Capt. 
Evans of the bureau of identification by As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler. It will be sub- 
jected to a microscopic examination today 
in the hunt for fingerprint marks. The shirt 
front ie covered with blood stains from the 
victim’s nose, and it is possible that finger 
marks might be detected there. 

Detailed statements from all witnesses in 
the case and all who had anything to do 
with Holmes on Wednesday were taken 
down in the evening by a stenographer in 
the assistant chief's office. 

The funeral of Holmes will take piace to- 
day at 1 o’clock, It will be held from the 
residence, 6447 Monroe avenue. Burial will 
be in Mount Olivet.

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NUMBER OF SUICIDES GROWS 


Bureau of Statistics in Table 
Shows Juvenile Increase. 


REPORTS FROM 87 CITIES. 


Mary Keller, 18 Years Old, Ends Life 
After Quarrel at Home. 


An Increase in the number of young people 
who have committed suicide during the year 
1906 over that of 1900 is shown in a table 
compiled by the Chicago bureau of statistics. 
In the year 1906 there were 125 persons 
between the ages of 10 and 19 years that 
ended their lives-in thirty-seven cities of 
the United States: For the same period six 
years before there were seventy-seven in the 
same cities. ch 

The tables prepared show that the number 
who take their own lives is constantly in- 
creasing in this country. Im 1900 the total 
number of suicides was 2,065. This was in- 
creased in 1906 to 2,957. The year previous 
8,085 committed suicide. In the seven years 
covered by the bureau 18,472 persons in these 
cities died in the same way. 

The report shows that the total number 
of suicides in the thirty-seven cities had in- 
creased 80 per cent in 1906 over the total 
of 1900, while in 1905 the increase was 32% 
per cent over 1900. The average rate of in- 
crease for each year from 1900 to 1905 was 
T™ per cent, while 1906 showed a decrease of 
4 per cent from the total for 1908.

Sergeant Hastings of the Woodlawn station 
and Detective Richard Hogan of the Engle 
wood station accompanied the boys on their 
expedition and aided in directing their ef- 
forts, dividing them up Into squads of twen- 
ty. The fathers of the two boys also joined 
in the hunt. 


Seek New Clews in Vain. 

The numerous detectives working on the 
case spent the afternoon attempting to get 
further information of the boys’ actions on 
Tuesday afternoon, the day they disappeared. 
They were unsuccessful in bringing to light 
anything they had not already known. 

J. J. Brew, One Hundred and Fifth street 
and Hexie avenue, notified the Woodlawn 
police early in the day that two boys had 
called at his house on Tuesday, asking for 
lodging over night and saying that they were 
on their way to Peru, III. 

When asked the age of the boys. however, 
Brew upset the hopes of the police by declar- 
ing the youths were about 15 years old.

Grapples with Assailant. 

Miss Sudberg heard the robher as he passed 
through the door of her room. She was out 
of bed in an instant, and asked: Who's 
there?’ As the burgiar started toward her 
she screamed. Then the man’s fist shot out, 
and she grappled with him. Miss Sudberg 
was knocked to the floor, and while she 
struggled to arise she was beaten repeatedly 
over the head with the butt of a heavy re- 
volver until virtually unconscious. Her 
cries during the struggle apparently fright- 
ened her assaflant, for he fled, leaving her 
bruised and bleeding on the floor.

Awakened by Grip on Throat.

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CLARENCE R:PAUL 


Springfield, III., May 22.—[ Special. Fu- 
neral services for Clarenoe Richmond Paul, 
editor of the State Journal, who died last 
night, will be held Sunday afternoon at Rose- 
hill cemetery, Chicago. The body will be 
interred beside those of other members of the 
family. Brief services wil de held in Spring- 
field at the residence of H. F. Dorwin, Mr. 
Pauls business associate, prior to taking 


the body to Chicago. A party of Springfield 


newspaper men will attend the funeral. 

Mr. Paul was born Oct. 8, 1852, while his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. E. R. Paul, were visit- 
ing in Ontario, Kas. He was graduated from 
Northwestern university in 1872 and the fol- 
lowing year became a reporter for Tun CHI- 
CAGO TRIBUNE. Later he became city editor 
of the IMinoie State Journal at Springfield. 

He was clerk of the interstate commerce 
committee of the United States senate from 
1885 until 1889, when he became editor of 
the State Journal. He was for four years a 
member of the republican state central com- 
mittee. He is survived by a brother, James 
Paul, of the Evanston Index, and two sisters.

Representative McKinley, democrat, of 
Chicago, then offered an amendment to strike 
out the enacting clause of the bond bill and 
on this proposition made a speech. He 
charged the city administration with extrav- 
agance, said it wasted money in raising the 
salaries of highly paid officials, disregarded 
its duties to its police and firemen and handed 
franchises to corporations without exacting 
sufficient compensation.

At night the house returned to work and 
advanced the two companion bills, the reve- 
nue and sanitary district measures. The 
former bill has been amended to restrict the 
tax levying authority which if not limited 
would have made greatly increased taxation 
possible outside of Cook county in the esti- 
mation of downstate opponents of the meas- 
ure. J. 
Seek Adjournment Today. 

All three bills now are on third reading in 
the house and the effort to pase them and 
adjourn the legislature sine die will be made 
tomorrow. The bond bill permits the issu- 
ance of additional bonds by providing that 
the assessed value of taxable property shail 
be one-third instead of one-fifth of the full 
value, the bond limit remaining ae 5 per cent 
of the assessed value. The revenue bill is 
intended to prevent the increase in taxation 
which would result from an increase in the 
assessed valuation by reducing the tax limit 
from 5 per cent to 3 per cent. It is provided 
that in this 3 percent the city’s levy shall not 
be ecaled lower than $1.10 and the county's 
not lower than 40 cents. Outside of Cook 
count? the city minimum is fixed at §1.20 and 
the county at 45 cents. 

The sanitary district bill is designed to 
maintain the sanitary district bond limit as 
fixed at present by reducing it from 5 per 
cent of the assessed value to 3 per cent. 


Senatorial Quorum Called. 


Because of the amendments which the 
house has made to the bills the concurrence 
of the senate is necessary, and Senator C. P. 
Gardner has wired the different senators to 
be present in the morning. 

The Chicago delegation of boosters, which 
consists of twelve men, most of whom have 
influence with individual members of the as- 
sembly, is not what you might call pleased 
with the referendum clause attached to the 
bond bill. John Hanberg, commiseioner of 
public works, in the firet flueh of disappoint- 
ment said he did not know whether the city 
wanted the measure now: or not. 


Silver Clause Suspected. 


Mr.Gardner does not know how the senators 

will look at that proposition either. They 
may connect it up with the probability that 
William J. Bryan may be the next democratic 
candidate for president. 
Gov. Deneen’s message, which will go into 
the legislature as one of its concluding tid- 
bits, takes several falls out of the legislative 
investigating committee, the report of which 
made the reply from the executive necessary. 
Gov. Deneen questions the good faith and 
sincerity of the committee as a whole of 
some of ita members individually and an- 
wers in detail all the charges made against 
the institutions. 

The house as a preliminary to getting away 
tomorrow hae passed its appropriation bills.

Chicago Men Listen with Good ) 


Nature to His Emergency 
Currency Plan. 


URGES A GUARANTEE ACT 


Denies He Is Socialist and Favors 
„Federal Business“ Only 
as Last Resort. 


— 


If the folks at home could have seen Mr. 
William J. Bryan last evening, their com- 
ments might have been interesting. 

In the first place. the above is not a typo- 
graphical error. It was not William Jen- 
nings Bryan: it was Mr. Wm. J.— just like 
that—séet down in black old English type on 
the program of the one hundred and fourth 
meeting of the Bankers’ club of Chicago. 
Mr. Bryan, the program explained further, 
was the guest and epeaker of the evening, 
and was to address his hearers on The 
Banking Business.” 

All of which sounds much more startling 
than it-really was. To be sure, there were 
bankers to the right,of Mr. Bryan, and bank- 
ers to the left of him, and down the long vista 
of the banquet hall at the Annex there were 
more bankers—300 of them—the heads ot the 
banking systems of the middle west. But Mr. 
Bryan had a delightful evening. 


Dawes Is His Sponsor. 

First, after the coffee, Mr. Bryan was 
introduced by Charles Gates Dawes, who re- 
called the fact that just twénty-one years 
ago, on the same day, Mr. Bryan and Mr. 
Dawes entered law schoo! together to win 
their fortunes.“ Mr. Bryan was described by 
Mr. Dawes as a mild mannered thoroughly 
good fellow.“ Whereat every one applauded. 

Then Mr. Bryan talked for an hour anda 
half to one of the most appreciative au- 
diences he ever encountered. 

In the course of his address Mr. Bryan 
denied he was a socialist, and said with much 
emphasis: 

Tam an individual.“ 

He asserted that he believed in government 
interference in business only ae a last resort. 

The Nebraskan then urged the estabdlish- 
ment of an emergency currency, to be issued 
by the government and loaned to the banks, 
which.would be bound by a guaranty or se- 
curity tax. 

Both banking reform bills now under con- 
sideration at Washington were scored by the 
speaker as unsafe and unwise—and the ad- 
vocates of the Vreeland bill applauded as 
loudly as any. 

And finally, in closing his 
Bryan said: 

J have been having a hard time keeping 
up with the growth of the radical sentiment 
of late. Isometimes am ashamed of the mod- 
eration of my views. Others have been mov- 
ing so much more rapidly than I, relatively, 
that I'm sometimes afraid I'm getting be- 
hind the procession.’’ 

And this time the applause lasted one full 
minute, 


Let Government Issue It. 


“I want to divide my address into two 
parts,“ said Mr. Bryan in beginning. “I 
want to speak first of the currency part of 
the banks and, second, of the bank as a 
place of deposit. 

In regard to an emergency currency, 
what sunprises me most is the willingness 
on the part of certain financiers to prolong 
the emergency until they get just the sort 
of currency they want. It seems to me the 
emergency can't be so great if they are 
waiting so calmly for thelr emergency cur- 
roney. 

“An emergency currency should be issued 
by the government itself and loaned to the 
bankers. If the bankers would admit the 
right of the government to issue this it 
wouldn't take long to get it. The question 
of security would be adjusted easily. The 
difficulty of either plan now proposed at 
Washington is that they involve a change 
from existing systems. But we have gov- 
ernment notes now, and government loans, 
and the banks scarcely ever refuse to recog- 
nize them. We simply should be following a 
precedent. 

State banks should be aided in this way 
as well as national banks. Do you know of 
any reason why an advantage to a national 
bank should be placed above the welfare of 
the community? Moreover, the banks should 
be allowed to borrow without depositing 
bonds or any collateral of any kind. The as 
sets of all the banks would be security 
enough.“ 


Forgan Verifies His Remark. 

At one point Mr. Bryan, warming to his 
subject, turned to James B. Forgan, presi- 
dent of the First National bank, for verifica- 
tion—and.got it. 

“I am speaking.“ he said, with the timid- 
ity I always feel in the company of financiers. 
[Laughter.] I ventured the assertion in 
New York recently that the failure of a bank 
invariably can betraced to a misuse of its 
furds by its directors. I would like to repeat 
that assertion now. Am I correct, Mr. 
Forgan?“ i 

Mr. Forgan grinned. Then he nodded em- 
phatically.

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DEFIES THE JUVENILE COURT 


Institutions Claim Fall Author- 
ity Over Children Committed. 


JUDGE TO MODIFY RULES.

Catholic and Protestant Authoritics 
Both Enter Protests. 


The methods of the Juvenile court were at- 
tacked yésterday by both Catholic and Prot- 
estant institutional interests. 

Former Justice Timothy D. Hurley, presi- 
dent of the Visitation and Aid society, repre- 
senting Archbishop Quigiey's institutional in- 
terests at Feehanville, declared in the Juven- 
lle court that the state inefitutional law su- 
perseded the Juvenile court law. He argued 


that judges of the Juvenile court exceeded 


thetr authority when they granted the release 
ef a child from any state institution. He said 


“the institutions frequently defied the gourt’s 


* 


Attorney William O0. La Monte, represent- 
ing the Evanston Industrial School for Girls 
-and other Protestant institutions, took excep- 
tion to the manner in which the probation 
officers of the Juvenile court as well as the 
ten young women employed by Mrs. Russell 
Sage in charity investigation connected with 
juvenile work continue to visit families who 
do not need or desire their codperation. 


Court Seeks to Work in Harmony. 

Judge Tuthill said it was the desire of every 
one connected with the Juvenile court to 
work in harmony with the authorities of the 
various state institutions and declared that 
it was with that point in view that probation 
officers of the Juvenile court visited the fami- 
lies of children released from state instijtu- 
tions. — 

It was then declared that the form of com- 
mitment used by the Juvenile court in send- 
ing children to institutions receiving com- 
pensation under the state institutional law 
was drafted from the Juvenile court law, 
and gave to any judge sitting in the Juvenile 
court absolute control over the children sent 
to state institutions in regard to releasing 
or retaining them there. 

Do you wish to divest the officials of the 
Juvenile court of all their power and author- 
Ity.“ Judge Tuthill asked. 


Court Defied Repeatedly. 

No,“ replied Mr. Hurley, but we deny 
that the Juvenile court has any power of 
autherity either to release or retain any de- 
linquent child placed by the court in any in- 
stitution which exists under the state insti- 
tutional law and, acting on this principle, we 
have defied the authority of the Juvenile 
court repeatedly during the last two and one- 
half years, by ordering the release of a child 
‘sometimes the day after he had been commit- 
ted to us by the Juvenile court.” , 

Lou then draw a line between the authort- 
ty of the court and the legal authority in- 
vested in your institutions? Judge Tuthill 
said. 

„We must,” said Mr. Hurley. Otherwise 
our institutions would be nothing more than 
public boarding schools, and the children in 
them subject to release at the whim of any 
incompetent probation officer who wished to 
exert her authority.” 

When it was pointed out that the form of 
commitment used gave precedence to the 
Juvenile court over institutfonal authority, 
but that the state institutional law took prec- 
edence over the Juvenile court law, thereby 
showing that the form of commitment was 
illegal, Judge Tuthill declared he would have 
the form of commitment changed. 

This decision was agreeable to both Mr. 
Hurley and Mr. Le Monte. In the new form 
the word delinquent ”’ will be stricken out. 


AID OF MAYOR AND COUNCIL 
SOUGHT BY TUNNEL STRIKERS 


City Officials Presented with Resolution 
Asking That Investigation of Condi- 
tions in Bores Be Made. 


An effort was made yesterday afternoon to 
bring the tunnel strike to the attention of 
Mayor Busse and the city council. At a 
meeting of strikers, former employés of the 
Illinois Tunnel company, a resolution was 
adopted calling upon the mayor and the alder- 
men to appoint a committee to investigate 
conditions in the bores. 

The resolution reads, in part: : 

„Resolved, That the mayor and common 
council of the city of Chicago be called upon 
to appoint a committee to examine into the 
working conditions of the employés ot the 
Illinois Tunnel company, and to enact such 
ordinances as will safeguard the lives and 
limbs of men there employed; and to inter- 
vene in the controversy now existing be- 
tween the Illinois Tunnel company and the 
members of the union, so that an adjustment 
of the same may be had, and thereby re- 
move the suffering and hardship attendant 
upon the nonemployment of so large a num- 
ber of law abiding and hard working citi- 

* 

A committee of fifteen members was ap- 
pointed to deliver a copy of the resolutions to 
Mayor Busse and to each of the aldermen. 
A. B. Cramer, president of the tunnel em- 
ployés’ union, headed the committee. 
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THREE BITTEN BY MAD DOG 
NEAR SCHOOL DURING RECESS | 


After Examination of Oarcass by City 
Physicians Parents Are Notified to 
Take Daughters to Pasteur Institute. 


A dog supposed to have been suffering from 
rabies bit three children yesterday afternoon 
near the Grant school, Wilcox and Western 
avenues. The dog was killed by a policeman 
after it had been chased for several blocks. 
The children who were bitten are: 

HAYES, MABEL, 18 years old, 505 Warren ave- 
nue; bitten in right shoulder. 

MILLER. JOSEPHINE, 11 years old, 159 Irving 
avenue; bitten In calf of leg. 

SBARBORO, JENNIE, 5 years old, 606 Warren 
avenue; bitten in calf of leg. 

The children are pupils of the Grant school. 
They were at play during the recess with a 
dozen or more companions when the dog ran 
out of the front yard of a house in Western 
avenue. The animal was frothing at the 
mouth. 

At sight of the dog the children ran toward 
the school yard. but the animal, snapping 
and growling, overtook them. The Miller, 
Hayes, and Sbarboro girls were running in a 
group when they were bitten. 

Neighbors who saw the children fleeing 
notified the Warren avenue police over the 
telephone. Patrolman Martin Hogan found 
the dog running in a circle in the street and 
attempted to corner it. but the animal ran 
south in Western avenue and fied into an 
alley south of Wilcox avenue. It finally was 
shot in the rear of 1258 Wilcox avenue. 

The carcass was taken to the city labora- 
tory, where it was examined by physicians, 
who said the dog was suffering from hydro- 
phobia. 

The Warren avenue police reported the case 
to the health department. Parents of the 
children have been n@tified to take them to 


the Pasteur institute.

ARGUMENTS COME NEXT. 


Former Chief Throws Light on 


the Possibilities of Graft in 
Police Department. 


— — 


A surprise was sprung in Judge Chetlain's 
court yesterday, when State’s Attorney John 
J. Healy was called as a witness for the de- 
fense in the joint trial of John M. Collins, 
former chief of police. and Attorney Frank 
D. Comerford, charged with using policemen 
for political purposes in the city election of 
1907. 

Attorney Healy was summoned in an at- 
tempt to show that every judse in the Bu- 
perfor, Giroujt, and Municipal courts, during 

last twenty-five years, hed caused 
bailiff— to spend a portion of their time, paid 
for dy the county or city, in building polit- 
ical fences. 

Mr. Healy was asked if the same condition 
did not exist in every public office—the sher- 
iff's, recorder’s, as well as state's attorney's. 

Mr. Healy acknowledged that court bailiffs 
and other city and county employés usually 


‘obtained their appointments as a result of 


political activity. But of their being com- 
pelled to perform this work, he said, he knew 
nothing. 

Both state amd defense rested after the 
testimony of Mr. Healy. Assistant State's 
Attorney Barbour will open Monday morn- 
ing for the prosecution, and in the afternoon 
Col. J. Hamilton Lewis will make the first 
argument for the defense. 


Collins Goes on Stand. 


Former Chief Collins took the witnese 
stand in bis own behalf in the morning. Un- 
der cross examination by Attorney Barbour 
he threw considerable light on the possibilities 
of graft in the police department, the system 
of collecting campaign funds by assessments 
against every member of the department, 
and the almost absolute power over the men 
held by the superintendent of police. He 
confessed he had inatructed his patrolmen, 
sergeants, Meutenants, capteins, and inepec- 
tors to do what they could for Mr. Dunne 
in the 1907 campeign, and that he had de- 
tailed numerous plain clothes men to what 
he called street car search for pickpockets,“ 
a few days before election, giving them or- 
ders that they need not pull boxes or re- 
port to their stations until after election. 

Collins’ summing up was: I I did my duty.” 


Healy Surprised at Call. 

The former chief of police had just left the 
witness chair when Attorney Nathaniel Sears 
for the defense, ‘arose and announced: 

me 5 would like John J. Healy to take the 
stand.“ . 


Surprised for a moment by the request the 


state's attorney remained in his seat. Then 
he walked quickly to the chair in front ef the 


jury. 

Mr. Healy,“ said Mr. Sears, during the 
time you were attorney for the sheriff's of- 
fice did you ever hear or know of deputy 
sheriffs being obliged to do political work? 

1 have no recollection of any such ac- 
tion,“ replied the state's attorney. 

Isn't it a fact that it is customary for 
every clerk, deputy sheriff, and bailiff to 
work for the party which gave him his job? 

J only know there are party lines among 
employes.“ 

Is it not true that stenographers in your 
office are working now in the interest of 
some state official? ”’ 

One man, Charles L. Binns, a stenog- 
rapher, but I ordered him to stop. I wag m- 
formed of his action after it had occurred 
and called him into my office. He had been

APPROPRIATIONS LARGE. 
Roosevelt Policies Included in 
Many Measures Which Have 
Failed to Go Through. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.1 
Washington, D. C., May 22.—Legislative 
problems presented to the present congress 
for solution and which remain unanswered 


. go far outnumber the actual results that 


they may afford justification of the charge 
in the approaching campaign that the pres- 
ent has been a do nothing "’ session. 

More important questions were presented 
and discussed on which the public generally, 
or sections or classes, demanded action than 
ever before in the history of congress. A 
majority of these were of President Roose- 
velt’s making and listed qmong his poli- 
cles Comparatively, the enactments were 
few. On the other hand, the aggregate of 
appropriations was great, and when the final | 
figures are obtainable it is not doubted that 
they will exceed those of any previous ses- 
sion in times of peace. 


Failure of Currency Bills. 

Standing conspicuousty, above all other 
questions with which congress dealt was the 
effort to pass an emergency currency Dill. 
Imrust upon the attention of legislators at 
the opening of the session by a financiai de- 
pression that had not fully subsided, it was 
the first big question.to be considered. Like- 
wise it was the hardést to meet and it did 
more to delay adjournment than any other 
measure. The senate and house failed to 
agree, with the result that a commission of 
senators and representatives in congress, 
whose duty it is to study the success and re- 
port at the next session, was the alternative 
adopted. 

Numerous bills affecting labor were con- 
sidered by both the senate and house. Inthe 
form in which the bills were presented or- 
genized labor was not heartily behind them, 
and questions concerning the constitution- 
ality of many of the measures, in the light of 
recent decisions by the Supreme court of the 
United States, raised other barriers. 


Elections Prevent Legislation. 


It is conceded that more legislation would 
have resulted had it not been for the pend- 
ing national elections. The -elections placed 
the majority in a delicate situation, a fact 
not overlooked by the democrate in the house, 
who further complicated the republicans’ po- 
wition by a filibuster to compel thé passage 
of measures demanded by President Roose- 
velt and opposed by a majority of the re- 
publicans in both branches of congress. 

Out of this condition of affairs was steered 
a new employers’ liability law to take the 
place of that declared unconstitutional by 
the Supreme court, and there is pending a 
bill providing for the compensation of gov- 


. ernment employés in hazardous occupations 


who are injured in line of duty. 

Other matters of equal or greater impor- 
tance to organized labor failed. These in- 
clude an anti-injunction law, provision for 
the exemption of organized labor from the 
treble penalty clause of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, and other amendments to relieve 
labor unions from operations of this law. 

Some of the striking things urged upon 
Gongress by President Roosevelt other than 
those already mentioned, and which were 
not enacted, resulted in compromises. For 
instance, he wanted a national child labor 
law. He also asked for the enactment ofa 
law regulating child labor in the District of 
“Columbia and the territories, and the latter 
bill was passed. The bill as passed will 
not serve as a model act for the encourage- 
ment of state legislatures for the reason 
that it was amended to fit peculiar conditions 
in the district: 

The construction of four battleships was 
urged in a special message to congress, and 
a fight for this program was led by adminis- 
tration members of both the senate and 
house, which contest resulted in failure. An 
appropriation was made for the construc- 
tion of two battleships. 


Nibbled at the Tariff. 

Authority to name a tariff commission and 
to appoint experts to gather data with a view 
to revision of the tariff at the next session 
Was strongly advocated. As a result, reso- 
lutions were adopted in the senate authoriz- 
ing the committee on finance, and in the 
house authorizing the committee on ways 
and means to conduct individual investiga- 
tions. These committees are empowered to 
employ such experts as they need. 

Several features were raised which were 
Gesigned to place greater powers in the hands 
of the interstate commerce commission in the 
matter of regulating railroad rates. Among 
these Was a proposal! that the commission 
proceed to ascertain the physical valuation 
of railroads; that the commission be given 
the power to suspend increases in railroad 
rates pending an investigation of the justice 
of such advances; allowing rallroads to make 
pooling agreements; and several other ques- 
tions involving the regulation of interstate 
commerce. None of these bills was passed, 
but a substantial victory for the commis- 
sion was won in the appropriation of $360,000 
for the establishment of a statistical and ac- 
counting department .of the commission, 
which appropriation was opposed by Chair- 
man Tawney ot the house committee on ap- 
prepriations. 


Commodities Clause Unchanged. 

An effort was made and is still in progress 
in the senate to suspend the operation of 
the commodities clause of the Hepburn rail- 
road rate act until Jan. 1, 1910, but there has 
been no ‘general sentiment in either body 
demanding this legislation in the interest of 
railroads which own mines and manufactur- 
ing establishments. 

The law applies particularly to railroads 
which own coal mines. ere was a consid- 
erable faction in congress which believed 
no necessity existed for the relief of rail- 
roads from the operation of this law, as they 
were of the opinion the law, when tested, 
‘will be declared unconstitutional.

The creation of a “ waterways fund by 
making an appropriation of $50,000,000 was 
advocated and rejected because, among other 
reasons, of the condition of the treasury. As 
a substitute a bill was prepared to con- 
tinue the inland waterways commission, 
which ‘bill was amended to authorize” the 
commission. On this subject there was a 
great deal of debate, it being contended that 
President Roosevelt had no authority to ap- 
point the comr-ission in the first place.

| BONAPARTE DEFIES| 
PRESIDENT’S WISH 


(Continued from first page.) 
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Bonaparte’s announcement was recalled, as 
it had been decided at the White house to 
proceed with the filing of the petition. 

The original announcement of the attor- 
ney general which was made without consul- 
tation with the preeident Is as follows: 

With the object of preventing the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad 
company from exercising any control over 
the Boston and Maine railroad and to sepa- 
rate the New Haven road from the extensive 
trolley system which it has acquired, the 
government today through United States 
District Attorney French filed in the United 
States Circuit court at Boston a petition 
against the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad company and others, charging 
the exstence of a combination in restraint of 
trade and monopoly within the meaning of 
sections 1 and 2 of the Sherman anti-trust 
act.“ 

Three States Monopolized. 

The petition alleges that the New Haven 
company has acquired control over approx- 
imately 500 out of 600 miles of electric railway 
in Connecticut, 400 out of 500 in Rhode Island, 
and about 600 in Massachusetts, which roads 
prior to such control were engaged in active 
competition with the New Haven company. 

Also that in acquiring about 85 per cent 
of the capital stock of the Boston and Maine 
railroad it has secured practical control over 
that railroad, and that by the acquisition of 
the electric lines and this control of the Bos- 
ton and Maine it has established a virtual 
monopoly of all of the transportation facili- 
ties by land in the New England states, the 
Boston and Albany railroad being practically 
the only line of any consequence in the New 
England states, with the exception of the 
state of Vermont, not now under the control 
in some form of the New Haven company. 

The petition relates the history of these 
various acquisitions and shows how the 
New Haven company has persistently pur- 
sued the policy of suppressing all competi- 
tion with it until now, and how, with the 
exception aforesaid, it dominates practically 
all land transportation facilities between 
and among the New England states and be- 
tween those states and the rest of the United 
States.“ 

Asked Permission of White House. 


The petition does not include the steam- 
boat’ lines owned or controlled by the New 
Haven road and generally regarded as a 
part of the New Haven system. The reason 
for this ie interesting. More than a year ago 
Charles S. Mellen, president of the road, and 
Timothy E. Byrnes, vice president, came to 
Washington for the purpose of apprising 
President Roosevelt of their intention to per- 
fect their steamboat holdings on Long Island 
sound. They wanted to know if the plans 
they had on foot would subject them to prose- 
cution by the federal government. The presi- 
dent summoned Herbert Knox Smith, com- 
missioner of corporations under the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, but he did not 
consult with the officials of the department 
of justice. A confab ensued at the White 
house between the president, Commissioner 
Smith, and Messrs. Mellen and Byrnes, and 
the upshot of the matter was that the presi- 
dent told the railroad officers to go ahead,” 
assuring them that no legal action would be 
taken in the premises. 

This agreement has since been a matter 
of great embarrassment to the department 
of justice, for some of the officials believe 
that the case against the New Haven sys- 
tem would be much stronger if the steamboat 
holdings could be made a feature of the 
prosecution. The old agrement between the 
president and Mr. Mellen is regarded as 
morally binding, however, although perhaps 
it does not constitute an immunity recog- 
nizable by courts. 


Validity of Action Questioned. 


The validity of the present legal action 
against the New Haven road will be serious- 
ly questioned by lawyers, if the attitude of 
some of the lawyers in the department of 
justice forms any Indication. It is held by 
some that there is no natural competition be- 
tween railroads and trolley lines, and that, 
therefore, the purchase of parallel lines of 
an electric road by a steam railroad cannot 
be regarded as destructible of competition. 

What effect today’s incident at the White 
house will have on the future relations of 
President Roosevelt and Attorney General 
Bonaparte is problematical. After the dis- 
cussion between them had ended, which was 
before all of Mr. Bonaparte's fellow mem- 
bers had assembled for the cabinet meet- 
ing, the regular business was taken up, and 
Mr. Bonaparte remained until the end. 
Few if any of the other members of the 
cabinet, knéw all that had taken place, and 
it is doubtful if more than one or twoof them 
knew how near Mr. Bonaparte had come to 
quitting the cabinet. It is believed that 
nothing except the fact that the announce- 
ment of suit against the New Haven road 
had already ben given to the newspapers 
deterred the president from taking the attor- 
ney general at his word. 

The attorney general's position Is, however, 
that he simply was putting into action a pre- 
cept of the president, that the law should 
be enforced regardless of any consideration 
except that the law has been violated. 


Royal Arcanum Collector Accused.

Bolting Republicans Enable 
Minority to Rejeet Post- 
office Bill. 


WILD JOY AT VICTORY. 


Measure Sent Back to Conference 
for Elimination of Objection- 
able Mail Features. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—[{Special.]}— 
Forty-two republicans joined with the demo- 
crats and sent the postoffice appropriation 
bill back to conference today, the provision 
for granting subsidies to mail steamers ply- 
ing between South America, Asia, and Aus- 
tralia being the objectionable part of the 
bill which caused the whole measure for a 
time to fall. The conferees of the house were 
instructed to negotiate further with the sen- 
ate on the Dill, 

The incorporation by the senate of what 
was known as the Gallinger bill in the post- 
office appropriation bill gave the house a 
chance to act on what was practically a ship 
subsidy measure, Although it was given 
out that a safe number of votes had been 
counted by the republican whip and it was 
believed that the postoffice bill conference 
report could be safely brought up in tf 
house, this reckoning proved to be false. 
for there was at once apparent a lack of 
sympathy for the mail subsidy clause among 
the republicans of the central states, as well 
as bther outlying districts. Although Speak- 
er Cannon ordered his own name called when 
the final vote on the conference report was 
taken, the muster in favor of the adoption 
of the conference report was only 143 and 156 
voted against it. 

Minority Howls with Delight. 

The announcement of the vote, which 
Speaker Cannon made with some show of 
vexation after duly ordering the clerks to re- 
count it, was the signal for a wild howl of 
joy on the part of the democrats. They 
clapped their hands, pounded their desks, 
yelled, and in every way possible expressed 
the delight they felt over sandbagging one 
of the pet measures of the republican party 
and sending the postoffice appropriation bill 
back into conference. The vote on the adop- 
tion of the conference report appeared to 
be somewhat of a surprise to the speaker 
and leaders, for it had been asserted before- 
hand by those who had been counting noses 
that the measure had a comfortable major- 


ity. 
Retaliatory Votes Suspected. 

Whether the pique that was felt by a 
number of republican members from the mid- 
dle states over the rejection in conference last 
night of the anti-injunction legislation, which 
they had been largely favoring, had anything 
to do with the sudden and bitter onslaught 
on the ship subsidy measure, it is hard to 
say, but curiously enough a great many of 
the names that appeared on the petition 
wihch resulted in the anti-injunction confer- 
ences of the last two evenings showed up in 
the no column after the roll call was 
compiled. The following Illinois republicans 
joined the democrats in voting against the 
postoffice bill conference report, thus signi- 
fying their displeasure over the insertion 
of the section providing for a mail subsidy: 
Fuller, Graff, Lowden, McKinney, Madden, 
Mann, and Wilson. 

It was reported afterward that Secretary 
Root, who has a deep interest in ship sub- 
sidy, especially as it concerns lines running 
to South America, will make a personal ap- 
peal to several republican members who are 
holding out against its adoption. Although 
Mr. Root’s appearance in the game may not 
save the subeidy measure in its entirety, it 
may have the effect of enforcing the plan 
as regards mall routes plying southward 
on the Atlantic. 


HOUSE CONCURS ON CURRENCY. 


Senate Plan for Commission Accepted, 
Amendments to Change Being 
Defeated. 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—The house 
committee on banking and currency today 
voted by a substantial majority to recom- 


mend the passage of the Aldrich joint resolu- 
tion creating a currency commission, which 


passed the senate yesterday. 


During the consideration of the resolution 


in committee, amendments were suggested, 
increasing the size of the commission beyond 
the eighteen members stipulated. 

These amendments were voted down on the 
ground that to make any change in the reso- 
lution as it came from the senate would 
provoke a conference, and this it was desired 
to avoid.

No white 
men are prevented from voting under these 
The result is 
that a single party dictates every election in 
every southern state. 


Fights End in Primaries. 

In a number of southern commonwealths, 
and notably in Mississippi and South Care 
lina, they have the primary system. This 
means there is a fight. inside party lines 
for every~-dffice. When that fight is con- 
cluded and nominations are made a few dem- 
ocrats vote, but no negroes, or practically 
none. The decision of the primaries, al- 
though binding only on the party, is really 
an election, because the unwritten law of 
the democratic party in those states is that 
the fight shall end at the primary. 

Under this system the extraordinary fact 
was developed that in 1904, Alton B. Parker 
received 95 per cent of all the votes cast in 
South Carolina, 91 per cent of all the votes 
cast in Mississippi, 88 per cent in Louisiana, 
and so on down the line to Tennessee and 
Arkansas, where there is more of a robust 
republican organization which is permitted 
to cast votes, at least in some counties. 

Mr. Crumpacker’s apportionment bill which 
stirred up such a rumpus among southerners 
today provides that the director of the census 
shall present to congress a report showing 
the population by states with the number 
of male citizens, white and colored, in each, 
illiterate citizens, white and colored, the 
number of votes actually cast im each con- 
gresslonal district at the last preceding 
election, the number of male citizens who 
have not paid their poll taxes, and the num- 
ber of males to whom the right of voting 
has been denied or in any way abridged ex- 
cept for participation in crime. The Crum- 
packer amendment specifically declares that 
the purpose of this report is to enable con- 
gress to apportion the representation among 
the states according to the plain terms of 
the constit&tion. 


Williams’ Anger Is Natural. 


Mr. John Sharp Williams, democratic lead- 
er of the house and senator-elect from Mis- 
sissippi, comes from a state here the pri- 
mary system and the exclusion of negroes 
from suffrage have reached the climax of 
political absurdity. It was quite natural 
that he should froth at the mouth when 
the Crumpacker amendment was passed 
against his protest, although it contemplates 
a proceeding which is absolutely enjoined 
upon congress by the constitu‘‘on, the terms 


of which are mandatory and not merely per- 


miseive. 

It is a funny thing to make a little table 
such as the director of the census might 
make showing the Mississippi districts, their 
total population according to the last cen- 
sus, and the total vote at the last con- 
gressional election which brought John 
Sharp Willams and several other distin- 
guished gentlemen into the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

The table which would provoke a smile if 
it were not so serious, is as follows:

The population of Mississipp! was said to be 
in 1908 1,551,270. The vote in 1904 was 53,280 
for Parker and 3,168 for Roosevelt. 


No Sign of Negro Vote. 

With a single exception every member of 
congress from the state of Mississippi, in- 
cluding Mr. John Sharp Williams himself, 
was elected without any opposition whatso- 
ever. In the Sixth district, now represented 
in congress by Mr. E. J. Bowers, 173 votes 
were cast for J. A. Brash, a socialist, as 
against 4,077 for Bowers. 

There is no indication that any Mississippi 
negro voted at all, in spite of the fact that 
the census of 1900 showed that there were 
at that time in that state 198,647 colored 
male citizens, 21 years. of age and over. 
Ot these 92.883 were put down as literate 
enough to pass the census test. The total 
white population of Mississippi at the same 
time of males 21 years of age and over, all 
but about 5,000 of them being native born, 
was put down at 150,530. The negroes of 
voting age exceeded the whites entitled to 
suffrage by more than 30 per cent, and yet 
there is no evidence that any negro votes 
were cast. There certainly were no republi- 
can candidates for congress in any one of the 
eight districts of Mississippi.

Search of Ruins of Throop Street 
Factory Still in Progress. 


FOUR MORE) MEN MISSING. 


Origin of Blaze Thonght to Have Been 


* in Heated Pulley. 


While curious hundréds stared and little 
knots: of relatives and friends of the miss- 
ing became hysterical, two charred bodies 
were taken from the ruins of the factory at 
760 Throop street yesterday. 

The first body.which was taken out in 
he morning, was identified by two keys and 
a pair of shears which were found on it as 
that of Louis Bender, 46 years old, 2088 Lex- 
ington street. The first clew was given by 
the shears, which were known to be Bender's, 
and when it was found that the keys fitted 
his trunk and the front door of the house 
where he lived the doubt was cleared. 

Bender had been away from his work at 
the Suess ornamental glass factory fora 
week because of illness and left a sick bed to 
gotoafierydeath. . 

The second body, which was found at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. is supposed to be 
that of Cornelius Dorpoles, a foreman em- 
ployed by the Suess company. The only 
indication of the identfty of the body was 
found in a small fragment of striped cloth, 
a street car transfer, and a time table of 
the Burlington road, which escaped incinera- 
tion. The body is thought to be that of 
Dorpoles because the cloth corresponded to 
that which he wore, and itis known that he 
used the Burlington road to go to and from 
his. home in Western Springs. 

It is thought that there are still four 
bodies in the ruins and firemen have been 
working continuously since the fire clearing 
away the smoking débris.

CONDEMN SECULAR ACTS. 


Churchmen Also Stirred by Liti- 
gation Brought by Members 
of Cumberland Branch. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 22.—(Special.]— 
Everything that happene on Sunday except 
religious exercises, was condemned this 
morning by the one hundred and twentieth 
general assembly of the Presbyterian church 
in Convention hall.

CALLS PEOPLE CONCEITED. 


Addresses Northwest Psi Upsilon 
Alumni at Annual Dinner. 


A revolutionary revision of or even the 
abolition of the constitution of the United 
States was advocated by Prof. Charles Zueb- 
lin of the University of Chicago in an ad- 
dress delivered at the annual banquet of 
the Psi Upsilon Alumni Association of the 
Northwest at the Auditorium hotel last 


night. ; : 

Prof. Zueblin spoke on “ The Fundamental 
Fallacy of Our Government.” Heflustrated 
hie theory with criticsms of American po- 
Utieal conditions from ZBathhouse John 
and Hinky Dink to the senate, Next to 
the foolishness of our institutions he viewed 
with the lack of intelligence of the 
electorate. In fact he declared that the 
average Swies herdsman is thousands of 
feet above the average American college 
graduate or business man in political intel- 
ligence.”” 

Prof. Zueblin was preceded by Dr. Henry 
B. Favill, president of the Municipal Voters’ 
league, who spoke on the history and work 
of that association. The professor in his at- 
tack on things political referred to the league 
several times, but always with the most care- 


ful t. 

“Ww up!“ was the advice of the profes- 
sor to the college graduates. ‘ Wake up! 
This is the twentieth century; not. the 


eighteenth. 


Selection of President a Farce. 

„We have a habit of proudly applying to 
ourselves a phrase about ‘ government of the 
people, fer the people, by the people.” We 
really think that it applies to us. We think 
that we elect our presidents; but we do not. 
The framere of the constitution didn’t think 
we were competent to exercise that power. 
But it is not as serious that an electoral 
body selects the president as that that selec- 
tidn should be considered a farce. 

„We think that we are governed by a con- 
gresa which we elect. In reality we elect 
the members of a pleasant club which meets 
in Washington and selects a speaker. Czar 
is a modest and inadequate term to apply to 
the speaker of the house. 

“Then there is the senate. Well, the 
American people is partial to the senate. 
The senators will be soon elected by popular 
vote. But why should they be? Why should 
they be elected at all? The senate is a sort 
of vermiform appendix to the body politic. 

„In short, and to put it mildly and without 
any of the exaggeration which this subject 
invites, we are the most hidebound, unthink- 
ing people that ever were so conceited as to 
attempt self-government. Our cultured gen- 
¢tlemen, our scholarly college graduates, our 
able business men are thousands of feet be- 
low the average Swiss herdsman in political 
intelligence. They are delighted to find a 
body like the Municipal Voters’ league te 
think for them.” 


Woman’s Suffrage Coming. 

The professor then prophesied the coming 
of woman suffrage, and also declared that 
workingmen are practically as much disfran- 
chised as the women. 

Prof. Zueblin urged home rule and the 
referendum and closed by telling his hearers 
that the constitution is an eighteenth cen- 
tury document and by its influence is keep- 
ing our laws in the same century. He ad- 
vocated its radical revision or its abolition 
and the substitution of an unwritten consti- 
tution such as England's. ;

DECLARES HE PLAYS. TENNIS. 


Roosevelt Is Said to Go from Church 
to Strenuous Game. 


New Rochelle, N. T., May 22.—[Special.]— 
It is learned today that to escape the ban 
which has been put on Sunday baseball the 
Westchester county New Rochelle team will 
go to Fort Slocum on Sunday to play with a 
team organized by the soldiers there. It is 
said that the ball players decided to take 
refuge on government property when they 
learned from the Rev. Thomas: P. McLough- 
lin, a well known Catholic priest of New 
Rochelle, that President Roosevelt fully ap- 
proves of Sunday ball playing and would no 
doubt sustain the officers at the fort if the 
sheriff should try to make trouble about the 
game. 

Father McLoughlin, when asked today 
about the president's attitude on the Sunday 
baseball question, said he was in Washington 
last fall and had an interview with the presi- 
dent at which the subject was brought up. 


President Likes. Priest’s Plan. 

“I told the president.“ said Father Me- 
Lougnlin, that I did not see how there 
could be any harm in people playing base- 
ball or attending the national game on Sun- 
day after their religious duties had been dis- 
charged. The president replied: 

That is the kind of talk I like to hear 
from clergymen.’ "’ : 

Father McLoughlin says that the president 
told him that after hé had attended services 
in his church in Washington he often went 
back to the White house and played a game 
of tennis in the afternoon. 

Father McLoughlin denied he intended to 
umpire the Sunday game with Fort Slocum, 
Too Busy to Umpire. 

“I do not see where there would be any

BOURGET’S “THE WEIGHT OF 
THE NAME” A STRONG BOOK 
IN SPITE OF DEFECTS. 
Besides the Main Theme It Has 


Some of the Characteristics of a 
Tract, and Other Faults.

Bourget’s THE WEIGHT OF THE 
NAME” (L'’Emigre). Whether or not a 
Frenchman would be content with Mr. Ives’ 
translation the present reviewer cannot ven- 
ture to say. It is true that here and there 
the phraseology is not felicitous, but it is 
go self-evident that in writing the present 
book M. Bourget cared less about the style 
than the theme that this fault is as Ifkely 
to be the result of indifference on the part 
of the author as of awkwardness on the part 
ef the translator. 

Although Paul Bourget has always taken 
the world and his work seriously he has as 
a general thing written upon what the French 
refer to as the eternal theme, and he has 
often done this in a manner calculated to 
offend his English speaking audiences. It 
is to be suspected indeed that he has been be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea, and that 
if he has annoyed his English audiences with 
the licenge of his themes he has caused equal 
frritation to his French audiences by the 
ethical arguments incorporated in his tales. 

The volume in question, while it contains 
much which mevitably interests a French- 
man more than anybody else, will, at the 
game time, disturb those who possess a keen 


artistic sense by its being in its essentials 


of the character ofatract. And he has added 
to this offense another one of style. The 
book is too gravid, its conversations are 
quite impossible, and its heroine is allowed 
to become as indistinct as a photograph 
which has been developed with poor chem- 
icals. 

In spite of all these drawbacks, however— 
@rawbacks of which the French will de much 
more conscious than we English—the book 
1 a strong one. Its protagonist is a dra- 
matic one indeed, thé marquis de Claviers- 
Grandchamp, who, by his devotion to the 
ideals and his adherence to the customs of 
his class, in a time which takes little or no 
cognizance of such habits of thought and 
such codes of manners, bore the sobriquet of 


* Emigre.” 

“Everything in him.“ writes the author, 
“was eloquent of race, the prolonged exist- 
ence of a family in the constant enjoyment of 
energy, wealth, and domination. His whole 
person was instinct, with kindliness of na- 
ture, and yet there emanated from it an 
indescribable atmosphere of dignity, and the 
self-easurance of one who has always main- 
tained his rank, not only through himself 
but throughout all his kindred.” 

Shut off, as such a grand seigneur inevita- 
bly must be, from every variety of personal 
initiative, forbidden to enter the professions 
or trade, rejected by a radical and popular 
government, identified with a perishing 
ecclesiastical] establishment, nothing remains 
for him but those pleasures and responsibili- 
ties which are remnants of feudal conditions. 
The marquis hunted, dined, indulged his de- 
pendents, pensioned his old servants, ad- 
hered to the best traditions of his race, and 
spent a great many more thousand a year

régime in its hour of pathetic decay. and his 
pride sustained him in the face of the pathos, 
and his conviction made it impossible for 
him to see anything but distinction in his 
isolation... 

When, therefore, 3 the 3 de 
Claviers-Grandchamp, the inheritor of tke 
depleted fortune and honorable name of his 
house, entered the army, serving under 4 
man of bourgeois birth, and even went 80 
far as to ask the hand in marriage of a wom- 
an of the professional class, the old marquis 
was brought face to face with the changing 
conditions of his time. He was forced to 
realize how pitiable and insignificapt had 
became the Influence of his class, to observe 
how all avenues were closed, to their activity 
and ambition, and to confess that the up to 
date man found little opportunity for the ex- 
ercise of his abilities in the mere main- 
tenance of an estate and a title. 

The crux of the book Hes in the warfare 
between. the present day ideals and those 
of that copious past represented by the old 
noblesse. M. Bourget has en@eavored to do 
justice to both ideals. Yet every incident 
in the story fllustrates the desperate hope- 
lessness: of any stand made by the past 
against the present. When at the end Landri, 
who is, after all, only the putative son of the 
marquis, sets sall for Canada with his self- 
chosen bride, and the weary and heart broken 
old nobleman is left alone, his chateau de- 
spoiled, his country indifferent, his name 
doomed to perish with him, the tragedy 
reaches its climax. And the tragedy is not a 
personal ore. It is the dissolution of a class, 
the decay of a condition, the dismemberment 


of a code. 


Entering into the fictional history is a con- 
sideration of the question of the disruption 
of the church by the republic, but the author 
has contented himself with setting forth 
the feelings of that portion of France which 
has for centuries identified itself with the 
church. He has not summoned the hard 
justice that would permit him to state the 
other side of the case. 

The argument of the book and its frank 

ent in contemporary debate cannot 
blind the reader to the dramatic charm of 
the old nobleman who is the chief figure in 
the story, nor can it make ond oblivious to 
the beautiful picture of devotion be- 
tween father and aon. That almost 
religious reverence of the son for the 
father, which is one of the most humanizing 
and poetical of old world graces, is one in 
which our brisk individualistic civilization 
is shockingly deficient. Our exposition of 
youth in its most brutal aspects, our lack of 
appreciation of the reliability and mellowness 
which experience brings to age, is among the 
most appallifig of our national faults. I 
would recommend The Weight of the 
Name if for no other reason than its de- 
piction of a beautiful and tender love between 
father and son.

As a novel, it has, unquestionably, den- 
ciencies which a writer with the literary 
ideals of a De Maupassant would be instant 
to discover, yet even the most inflexible of 
critics would find in this volume of generous 
proportions, many a picture which would 
delight him for beauty alone. As a tract 
offered in support of the future as against 
the past it has value, too—but the argu- 
ment is not one which requires to be made 
on this side of what European sailors term 
“The Western Sea.“

There is a little verse on the title page 
which runs as follows: 
Till this one change hath found us

Although the meaning of these lines is not 
quite plain and the application of them to 
the story is a trifle dim, yet the verses are 
soothing, and, self-evidently, they have fur- 
nished the author with a title. And a title 
if half the battle, as all authors and publish- 
ers know. 


The child heart“ belonged*to little Sally 
Snape, who grew up in the most noisome 
slums of London and who lied sweetly and 
naturally, when necessity compelled her, and 
went as dirty as a sewer rat, but who had 
in her a heart as sound as a nut and a brain 
of brisk working power, and a hunger and 
thirst for joy and righteousness and love and 
honesty and a great many other good things. 
Sally was made to walk straight, just as 
worms are made to wriggle. The worm is 
not to be blamed for his wriggles, but, in- 
consistently enough, it seems as if Sally 
were somehow to be praised for her virtues. 
At any rate, it was her destiny to be loved, 
and a great many persons beside the lord 
loved her. She turned her hand to whatever 
there was to do, and she never failed to make 
her way. Sometimes it was sewing des- 
perately from dawn till night; sometimes 
it was working in a factory, sometimes pos- 
ing as a mode! in the shop of a fashionable 
modiste, and sometimes dancing at a con- 
cert hall. At the last it was being the talk 
of London—in no bad way, either—and finally 
it was being the contented bride of Lord 
Kidderminster, the quite decent fellow pre- 
viously mentioned. 

Told in this manner the story seems com- 


ly to the untrammeled enjoyment of a etir-.

but commonplace. Sally Snape is to evo- 
lutionary, so to be counted on, that the 
reader not only is fascinated by her but 
acquites a sense of security in her presence. 
When sbe has, won out of endless tempta- 
tions, and passed through many and diverse 
perils, and kept herself hearty and good and 
gay in spite of everything, itis with a feeling 
of genuine pride and satisfaction that the 
reader finds her making her way in society 
which Ils both smart and distinguished. 

Of course, results of this kind are secured 
only by facile and sincere writing, by genuine 
realism, a sure sense of light and shade, by 
pathos and abounding humor. The whim- 
sicality of the characters gives to the story 
that sense of perpetual diversion which is 
the support and comfort of man and woman 
in their encounters with actual life. The 
reader is required, of course, to share with 
the author that cafeless sense of humor 
which accepts life as it is and does not suffer 
too acutely from the incidental immoralities, 
nor take too much to heart the bitter lot of 
the poor in London. Really, The Heart of 
a Child ‘wil well repay the devoted reader 
of fiction, while it is not sufficiently com- 


manding to justify the reluctant or busy |. 


reader—who is, perhaps, not interested in 
ballet girls or lords—-in giving up valuable 
time to it.

Western Pacific Financing. 

The necessity for raising fresh capital for 
the western traffic, u develops, was due to 
the fact that the cost exceeded the estimates 
and it became necessary te make up the 
difference by the issuance of new securities.

City to San Francisco, 930 miles. The road 
was to have been completed by September of 
this year.

WHEAT LOSES EARLY. GAINS. 


Buying Power Too Frail to Back Up 
Bullish Advices to End, 


Crops were pulled from under May corn 
yesterday, the price of that much bulled arti- 
cle suffering a severe decline. Much of the 
@estructive influence was traced to the lead- 
ing longs, and the break gave rise to active 
guess and discussion. Those quick, but not 
particular in jumping at conclusions decided 
that the big campaign had reached an end 
through private settlement with shorts, but 
traders in general figur@® that the decline 
was but part of the holders’ plan, that it was 
brought about for the purpose of discourag- 
ing shipments of grain from the country to 
deliver on contracts. At one time the May 
price was beaten down to 75c, or 2% under 
the previous close, but the close showed a 
recovery of %c. Other corn months also 
were subjected to considerable pressure, fina! 
quotations, the day’s bottom, representing 
net losses of %@%c for July and %c for Sep- 
tember and December. 


Railroads Rush Corn to Market. 
fhe activity of western railroads in rush- 
ing the grain in from the country was a relief 
to the shorts, some of whom went so far as 
to say that Patch and his followers were 
worried over the possibility of bringing their 
deal to a successful conclusion. Early in 
the day there was a suggestion of firmness 

oO} rains in Illinois, Iowa, and other parts 
of the belt, but it was a matter of only a 
fyw minutes before the depressing machinery 
tpgan to grind. Sections of the Sangamon 
valley of this state reported floods, with the 
result that shipping operations had been 
completely halted. Advices from Nebraska 
were that corn is being loaded into cars as 
rapidly as possible, and that the middle of 
next week would find a great deal of the grain 
im Chicago.

The Armour interests, big supporters 
the previous day, were accounted among the 
heaviest gellers, especially of the July, but 
their offerings were well absorbed up to mid- 
session, when the buying power began to 
wane. Liverpool falled to respond to the up- 
turn on this side of the water the day before, 
closing at a decline of nd. Weakness in 


the English market was attributed largely to | 


larger Argentine exports than had been ex- 
pected—8,552,000 bu, compared to 3,224,000 bu 
last week, and 4,144,000 bu the similar week 
last year. Since the first of the year the 
South American republic shipped 96,762,- 
000 bu, against 73,304,000 
last year. The week’s exports from India 
and Australia were 216,000 bu, India con- 
tributing practically nothing, against 1,160,- 
000 bu a year ago. Broomhall estimated that 
the week’s world’s shipments would be about 
8,000,000 bu, compared to actual shipments of 
11,384,000 bu ast year. Bradstreet's credited 
this country and Canada with shipping 2,930, - 
000 bu, against 8,684,000 bu the same week in 


Kansas Estimates Are Reduced. 
Crop information from winter wheat terri- 
tory was less glowing, especially that from 
Kansas, where previous estimates of 100,000,- 
000 bu have been reduced to 80,000,000 bu by 
recognized conservative interests. The Mod- 
ern Miller in its weekly summary pointed 
out that much deterioration had resulted from 
excessive moisture, and private dispatches 


indicated that Hessian fly damage was much 


more extensive than was recently thought. 
Crop advices from the Ohio valley were 
comradictory, many noting considerable 

age, especially in the lowlands, while 
others saw nothing but the brightest out- 
look. Southern Ohio complained ef poor 
Stand and thin fields. 


Northwestern News Is Mixed. 


Almost everything in a crop news waythat 
emanated from spring wheat territory was 
bearish, but statistical matter from that sec- 
tion was pronouncedly bullish. The days 
receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis were 165 
cars, about the same as those of the preced-. 
ing Friday, but 187 cars under those of the 
similar day last year. Duluth and Minne- 
apolis together showed a decrease of 1,875,000 
fu in their stocks for the week, and Fort 
William noted a falling off of approximately 
1,000,000 bu. It was said that not more than 
2,000,000 bu ef unsold wheat remains at Du- 
luth—this to carry over until the next yield, 
about three months hence, unless an unex- 
pected heavy run from the interior mate- 
rializes. Primary receipts totaled 339,000 bu, 
against 526,000 bu a year ago, and clearances 
at the seaboard, wheat and flour, were equiv- 
alent to only 97,000 bu. a. 

Seaboard Makes Big Gains. 

The seaboard reported that as much as 
460,000 bu of wheat, half durum, had been 
worked for export, but the trade was dis- 
posed to take this with a grain of salt. Some 
of the early messages from New York had 
it that the demand had closed up like a clam. 
The general domestic cash situation was 
not as promising as that of the previous day, 
nome markets reporting stagnation at the

A moderate demand for No. 3 hard wheat for 
export was reported here yesterday at 10%@lic 
ever Chicago July c. i; f. Philedelphia. The 
inquiry was not large, but was considered signifi- 
cant The milling demand showed no improve- 
ment. Millers are evidently content to wait until 
they can get their supplies of new wheat rather 
than pay the heavy premiums over the July which 
are now demanded. Outside markets were dull, 
with the exception of Duluth, which sold 25 loads 
durum direct, and reported an excellent inquiry for 
wheat for export. Cash corn here was 1@2c lower, 
with offerings more liberal and the demand mod- 
erate. Patten brokers were buying a little.corn 
in the sample market, supporting prices. Country 
offerings were not large for prompt shipment, but 
Mberal for June delivery. Oats were steady, but 
the demand was not urgent, and sales were not 
especially heavy. Country offerings continue fair- 
ly liberal. Local sales were 15,000 bu wheat, 
150,000 bu corn, and 100,000 bu oats. Seaboard 
sales were $44,000 bu, according to one report, and 
480,000 bu according to another. The first men- 
tioned report was confirmed. It included 200,000 
bu durum worked direct at Duluth, 96,000 bu red 
winter wheat worked at the seaboard, and 32,000 
new wheat via the gulf. 

Armour brokers were on both sides of the mar- 
ket in wheat yesterday. selling early, buying dur- 
ing midsession and selling again near the close.

Millers of North Dakota and northern Min- 
nesota have perfected the organization of a hard 
spring wheat league for the purpose of keeping 
the variety of wheat termed hard up to its pres- 
ent standard in value and reputation in the world's 
markets. They say that, while hard wheat is 
held to be worth from To to 8c more than other 
varieties, and its product in proportion, heavy 
shipments of soft wheat floure and mixtures of 
different kinds have recently been brought into 
their districte by mills using soft wheat. This 
has been detrimental to the raisers of hard wheat 
and the mills manufacturing it into flour, and is 
likely to injure the standard of the product of 
farmers of North Dakota and northern Minnesota 
if the people are not educated to appreciate the 
value of hard northern wheat. The millers held 
that there was danger of the premium now paid 
for hard northern being taken off if the people 
remained indifferent. ' 

Foreigners are paying 6c to 8c over Chicago 
September wheat for new No. 2 hard wheat via 
the gulf for August-September shipment. The 
highest premium is being paid for the August 
shipment. Local exporters say there is a better 
demand than usual at this season of the year and 
they are anticipating a large export trade this 
summer and fall. Most of the inquiry naturally 
is for hard winters, foreigners needing that va- 
riety more than the soft wheat, of which there 
is usually an abundance raised abroad. Argentine 
wheat is also of the soft variety. Yesterday's 
bids were slightly) out of line, but prices are 
practically on an export basis. 
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United States and Canada we — week and since

Fly damage continues in southern and 
central Kansas, and in the extreme western part of 
that state and Nebraska the outlook for an aver- 
age yield is uncertain; otherwiee the prospect in the 
hard winter wheat territory of these states is 
excellent.

There seemed to be a general disposition to re- 
duce estimates on the nsas wheat yield yester- 
day.

STOCKYARD GOSSIP. 

Recelpts of cattle so far this week decreased 
10,900, while shipments were only a little more 
than 1.000 less than for the same period a week 
ago. The fact that eastern buyers were propor- 
tionately liberal buyers had a beneficial influence 
on prices of good to choice steers and they finished 
the week practically unchanged from a week ago. 
while the plainer sorts, which have had to be 
sold to packers, finished largely 25c lower. 

Cattle traders in the Texas division had a Nttle 
fox hunt early this morning, but failed te bag the 
game, after coming nearer to being successful than 
they have at any time during the last two years. 
Some of the less enthusiastic hunters claimed that 
the fox was only a wild dog, which has been rov- 
ing around eating the corn fed cattle the last two 
or three years, but there were many who were 
ready to swear that the intruder belonged to the 
reynard class. 

Receipts of 18,000 hogs at Sioux City and 19.800 
at Omaha looked large to local packers and they 
acted as though they did not care about buying 
many here at the prices. Armour & Co. had about 
400 hogs from St. Paul, and bought only about 100 
here. Swift & Co. secured only 700, while Schwarzs- 
child & Sulzberger led the list with purchases of

counted at 4,501. made up the lightest carried over 
supply this week. 

Packers’ purchases of mixed hogs at $5.55@6.80 
made the shippers’ and speculators’ earlier bids 
of $5.75@5.85 for butcher hogs look pretty high.

‘“‘Pither corn planting is pretty well advanced

128,000, which led traders to believe that al“ hound 
the corn planting In the nearby territory may he 
keeping farmers from shipping hogs, it looked more 
like a case of a limited supply in the feed lots trib- 
utary to the Chicago market, as corn pianting 
ought to be as effective in keeping hogs from the 
markets farther west. as well as here. 


ON THE BOARD OF TRADE

From the American Lumberman’s weekly review 
of trade: Just what relation the general finan- 
cial situation sustains to the lumber trade is a 
problem almost without solution. The last week. 
however, shows that improvement in the country's 
finances does not assure a corresponding better- 
ment of general conditions in the lumber business. 
The financial situation has undoubtedly eased to 
a considerable extent, and in the money centers of 
the country there has been a more optimistic tone 
the last few days. Much interest is displayed in 
the prospects for unusually heavy crops. and also 
much speculation as to the effect of a bumper 
crop upon mercantile and stock market conditions. 
The logical first impression would be that a heavy 
crop this year would be an augury of returning 
prosperity, yet from this view there are many 
dissenters, who base their unhappy forecasts on 
this very outlook and base their hopes on a partial 
crop failure. At financial centers, however, the 
situation has thus far improved to an extent which 
should aid many institutions in financial distress 
to tide themselves over with borrowed money 
which they could not have obtained a few weeks 
ago. Some branches of the trade are existing in an 
expectant frame of mind. The retailers of the 
central states have been enjoying a fair call for

Railroads Gain ¥ Mon th’s Time „ Be. 
~ fore Rates Take Eneet. 


| PAIL TO REOPEN HEARING. 


Commission Agrees to Take Up Ad- 
ditional Reasons June 23. 


— 


The railroads with Chicago terminals and 
throughout the state will have a month in 
which to prepare statements in an effort to 
show why the switching rules tentatively 
announced by the Illinols railroad and ware- 
house commission shall not be made perma- 
nent and binding. This was the outcome 
of the hearing of legal representatives of the 
roads and Chicago shippers before the com- 
mission yesterday. The hearing was enliv- 
ened by several tilts between the railroad 
attorneys and Levy Mayer, counsel for the 
shippers. 

very rule in the proposed code was at- 
tacked and an effort was made to reopen 


the whole case for additional evidence. Mr. 


Mayer promptly objected to reopening the 
case, but agreed, for the shippers, to an ad- 
journment to allow the roads to present ad- 
ditional points. 

The commission finally decided upon a 
postponement until June 23, with the stipu- 
lation that every raflroad representative who 
intends to argue at that hearing must file a 
memorandum of the points he intends to 
touch upon with the commission and Attor- 
ney Mayer ten days prior to the hearing. 


Champions Railroads’ Cause. 


Attorney Lynde of the Chicago and North- 
western was the first champion of the rail- 
roads. 

“If the commission wishes to make these 
rules complete it should determine what 
should constitute carload weight,“ declared 
Mr. Lynde. “ As it is the weights expressly 
are disregarded and a premium is placed on 
overloading in industrial switching where 
the cars are not weighed. Every overloaded 
car means additional wear and tear and con- 
sequent expense for the roads: Then the 
rule for switching care of grain states that 
the charge shall be not to exceed 75 per cent 
of the named maximum charges. Why this 
discrimination ?’’ 

The roads pay greater damages on grain 
losses than on coal, for instance, so why 
should grain be carried at a lower cost?” 
interrupted Attorney Kremer for the St. 
Louis terminal and southern lines. 

Tou don’t pay more in Chicago,“ re- 
turned Mr. Mayer. Do you deny the right 
of this commission to make a commodity 
distinction?“ 

** Yes, when it is unjust,“ rere Mr. 
Kremer. 


Ask for Month's be 


After other objections, especially upon the 
rule of the commission to force roads to 
switch cars from connecting lines upon their 
own public team tracks when the rival’ road 
has had the benefit of the long freight haul, 
the railroad attorneys. united in a request 
for a month's adjournment to allow them 
further time to present their case. 

This case has been pending nearly two 
years and ample time has been given to the 
railroads to present their views,“ declared 
Commissioner Boys. If they haven't taken 
advantage of that privilege it is their own 
fault. The shippers are entitled to a settle- 
ment of the case.’’ : 

I thie delay means reopening the whole 
question we certainly object to it,“ inter- 
posed Mr. Mayer. We object to any fur- 
ther testimony being heard as to the just- 
ness of rates for switching. There is no law 
or justice in the contention that the rates 
must be high enough to allow every road 
to earn a profit. We are just as anxious 
as the carriers to have rules promulgated 
that are just and lawful. I believe that 
the team track clause is lawful, though the 
shippers who have their own private tracks 
are not concerned, But there are hundreds 
of small shippers without tracks and their 
claims, as well as those of the railroads, 
must be considered.“ 


Tells of Heavy Losses. 

Chester Dawes for the Burlington declared 
that the new rules had been applied to two 
representative months, and that if the change 
had been in effect in October, 1907, it would 
mean a loss of $16,000, and if applied in. 
March, the loss would be $12,000. or on a 
yearly estimate $150,000 per annum. 

The railroads for years have tried to reach 
a scheme of uniform switching charges, but 
have not been successful, said Commissioner 
Boys in summing up. It has been utterly 
impossible for the shipper to know what he 
was to be charged for a given service until he 
received a bill, and the charge varied from 
$2 to $30 for the same service. The effort 
of the Commission has been to consider not 
only particular cases, but all cases, and this 
induced us to make the team track rule in 
favor of the small shipper. 

I have the attorney general’s opinion that 


the roads lawfully can be made to perform 


this service, for if a road can refuse to haul 
a car one mile, it can refuse to haul it ten 
miles. The only lawful queation is proper 
and just compensat
